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Federal Publications. Prior to 1865 (and perhaps afterwards), either 


the House or the Senate published an annual report 
on state banks in the United States. The information 
for Missouri usually occupied only one page (as 
compare) to 100 pages or more for iicw York or 
Pennsylvania) and was usually only statistical. 


“issouri Government Publications. From 1835 to 1457, tne state Me 


published a biennial report cn the Bunk cf the State 

of Missouri and its brancnes. This was printed seperately 
and in the House and Senate Journals. In 1857 the 
post of Bank Commissionér was created and he was 
responsible for submitting semiannual reports on 

the banks chartered by the stute. ‘nese reports were 
again published in either the nvcuse cr senate journals. 
“he post was abolished in 1667. From 1807 to 1896, 

the banks were covered very ioosely or not at all. 
During that time, the banks were treated simply as 
corporations and were not required to oe incorporated. 
she certificates of tnose banks wnich diu incorporate 

are preserved by the State Arcliives anu. are available 
for examination. ‘¢+he Journel ci the Missouri Legisluture 
is Said to contain reports on the banks incorporated 
in the state from 1867 to 13899. 

In 1895 2 Bank bLxalination law was pussed@ and biennial 
reports were nublished regularly after 1899. In 1916 
the Department of Finance took over responsibility 

for keeping tabs on the banks and still hes that job. 
A biennial revort on Missouri's banks is still being 
published by the WUepartment of Finance. 

During the Depression, the Federal Writers project 
compiled a listing of Missouri Savings Banks anu 
Private Banks operating from 1877 to 1885. Why those 
dates were choser:, I do not know. The State Archives 
hes this Listing.

Annual Report of the Secretary of the Treasury 


Sines wannual “report “published 1801, The Treasurer<s 
report was published in the Congressional. Set 

(normally in the House Documents) beginning in 1817. 
Treasurer's Reports for the vears 1801 - 1828 were 
reprinted in the American State Papers (Serial #09 thru 
013; 5 volumes). The Senate ordered a reprint of 
Treasurer's papers for 1790 - 1849. These were published 
in seven volumes between 1828 and 1851. From 1871, 

the Treasurer's Report was publisned each year in both
